Upon entry of the foregoing Amendment, Clafms 17-18, 20-23 and 25 are 
pending m the application. The amendments are believed to introduce no new matter, 
and their entry is respectfully requested. Based on the above amendment and the 
followng remarks, Applicants re^ctfully request that the Examiner reconsfder and 
withdraw all oulstending rejections. 

Summary of the Examiner's Rejections 

Claims 17, 20. 21 and 25 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Koodii (US 6,608,841), 

Claim 22 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Koodll 
(US 6,608,841). 

Claims 18 and 23 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Koodii (US 6,608,841 ) in view of Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA). 

Claims 19, 24 and 26 were cd)jected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form Including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Sufpmary of Amendment 

Applicants have canceled without prejudice Claims 19, 24 and 26, and amended 
independent Claims 17, 22 and 25 to more particularfy define the present invention. 

Remarks reQardino S 1Q2(e) and 103/a^ rejections 

Applicants have amended independent Claims 17, 22 and 25 to respectively 
include the limitations recited in the objected to dependent Claims 19, 24 and 26. The 
Examiner indicated that the dependent Claims 19, 24 and 26 contained allowable 
subject matter In view of the aforementioned amendments, Applicants respectfully 
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ftepty to omce actton of May 23.
